A system is placed on the 


outside of the building in case of 3re 
at close range. 
The valves on this 


system are so made as to throw a 
spray on the flames thus preventing 
it from gaining a headway and also 
it eliminates the usual largo amount 
of damage from water in case of only 
a small flre. It also sounds an alarm 
and smothers the flames if one should 
break out at night when the building 
is unoccupied. 
This equippment is 


the second of its kind in Clearfield, 
the other being in the Silk Plush mill 
on Turnpike avenue.
